Have ample protection against 
broken, flying glass, with window 
panes protected by wire mesh, 
both inside and out; 


Contain no fixtures or objects.

$1,200,000 FOR NEW SCHOOLS 


Voters of the town will soon be asked at a special town meet- 
ing to authorize the construction of two new elementary school 
buildings at an approximate cost of $1,200,000. 


This follows steps taken since, at the request of the school 
committee, the 1949 town meeting appropriated $1500 for a sur- 
vey of the Andover school building plant. 


Consultants were engaged and after their study reported that 
the town should envision the eventual replacement of all ele- 
mentary school buildings now in use except the Shawsheen. 
Using the McLeary chart to evaluate the buildings their ratings 
were: Jackson, John Dove, Stowe and Bradlee, very poor; Indian 
Ridge, inadequate. They also reported that more classrooms 
were needed to provide for the increase in the elementary school 
population. 


They recommended for the first step a new 18-room central 
school, and the second step a new school in West Andover. 


Subsequently the 1950 town meeting authorized the appoint- 
ment of a building committee to bring in plans and recommenda- 
tions to provide modern school buildings adequate for the ex- 
pected enrollment, yet at a cost within the resources of the 
taxpayers. 


Such plans, an estimate of the cost, and a scheme for financ- 
ing the construction have been presented. 


The finance plan would authorize the transfer of $350,000 
from available funds and from the Post War Rehabilitation fund, 
and an appropriation of $50,000 from the 1951 assessment. The 
$800,000 balance would be financed by a 15-year bond issue 
which would add $2.48 to the 1952 tax rate, but this would 
diminish each year until it was down to $1.50 by the end of the 
period. The state would bear approximately 21 percent of the 
construction costs but payments from the state would be made 
in the form of proportionate annual refunds. 


The school problem has been before the town for more than a 
year. Now with the recent publication of the building com 
mittee’s report and the sketches of the plans for the new build- 
ings in the center and west districts, townspeople who attend 
the special town meeting should be well informed about what 
they are being asked to do when called upon to vote. 

As the whole problem has been moving toward a successful 
conclusion there can hardly be any turning back now.

Syngman Rhee, Thatis by no means 
so. He had been away from Korea 
fo 35 years before he became 
president in 1948. And in popular 
imagination he suffered by com- 
parison with Kim Il Sung, leader 
of the North Korean government 
and for years a famous guerilla 
leader against the hated 4 old 
Japanese oppressors. Admittedly 
Rhee was elected to govemment 
office. But political conditions in 
South Korea for the previous three 
years had been decidedly shaky, 
and Rhee’s political ambitions 
were by no means widely accept- 
ed. The United States organized 
and ran a temporary government, 
preparing the way for elections. 
Their task was almost impossible, 
Because it takes more than mere 
orders to superimpose demo cratic 
balloting on a country where the 
knife had been a more effective 
and permanent method of removing 
opponents for several decades. 
Korea had been run and squeezed 
by the Japs, and certainly did 
not learn even the rudiments of 
democracy from them. 


Land-Hungry Peasants 


Add to this political problem 
the economic one of land-hungry, 
tax-squeezed peasants, and the 
task must have seemed almost in- 
sadluble, even to the military. 
South Korea is a land of farmers 
whose average family holding is 
about two and a half acres. And 
the average farmer is a tenant and 
not an owner. His landlord re- 
gards him as little more than a 
feudal servant, squeezing around 
50 percent of his crops as rent. 


And No Land Refom In Sight 


That problem was and still is 
basic. The right to vote, even in 
the American manner, scarcely 
compensates for a hungry stom.

Democracy has got to 
alot more than a ballot in abet, 
But the Rhee administration has 
deliberately and persistently side. 
Stepped all proposals to solve the 
the land problem. Of course, off. 
ice seekers had to favor the dis. 
tribution of privately-owned as 
well as former Japenese holdings, 
The new constitution of South Kon 
ea promised to tackle the ques. 
tion. A land bill was passed, and 
even praised by President Rhee, 
But after the adjourmment of the 
Assembly, the government - mean. 
ing Rhee and supporters - ann 
ounced the desire to amend the 
bill. Excuse for failure to act fus 
ther was the argument that the 
Assembly had adjourned And so 
was the bill and is. All that 
happened was that the peasants 
got squeezed again. Landlords 
feared land reform, so forced the 
tenants to purchase upon unfavor 
able terms or take the chance of 
evi ction. 

Farlier elections suggest that 
future ones may be difficult to ad 
minister, More than thirty so 
called ‘leading political parties" 
offered candidates, and Military 
Government naturally tried to 
counteract radical parties by sup. 
porting more conservative ones, 
but unfortunately ones that many 
Koreans regarded as anti-demo- 
cratic and former collaboration 
ists. While the actual elections 
were hailed by the American com 
mand as a great victory for demo 
cracy, moderate observers appar 
ently questioned whether they 
were a frée expression of Korean 
will. Prior to the elections some 
600 persons were killed, and some 
10,000 so-called rioters were pro 
cessed by the police. This does 
not suggest an easy time for fu- 
ture elections. 

And the economic problem will 
now be more acute than it was be 
fore the fighting started. If in 
1948 it was unrealistic to bring 
in an anttécommunist government 
without giving it real material 
support, it will be even more so 
in late 1950: If a free and inde 
pendent Korea is necessary for 
our defense, then it must be ec- 
onomi cally strong enough to with 
stand communist penetration from 
within, The Koreans are probably 
no different from other people. If 
they are satisfied they will see 
Tittle value in communism. If they 
are economically unhappy they 
may listen to any program which 
promises to improve their lot. At 
that kind of propaganda the com 
munists are experts. And that be- 
comes our very immediate prob 
lem.

Same Building

How much do you know about 
your new social security? Of 


course, you know that congress 
has extended federal family in- 
surance to approximately ten 
million more people. You know 
that the President has Signed the 
amended act. You realize that it 
is no w alaw. But do you know how 
it will affect you? Are you among 


the new millions who may have |. 


social security praection begin- 
ning in January? 

I say ‘‘may” because for all of 
the 9,700,000: for whom Social 
Security is now made possible, 
coverage is not automatic. For 
some groups it will be compulsory; 
for others it will be voluntary. For 
all of the ne w groups there will be 
certain exceptions and qualifica- 
tions. I shall deal with each group 
Separately in following articles in 
this series. Today, however, let’s 
consider the new social security 
law as an entirety. 

In signing the original Social 
Security Act on Aug. 14, 19 35, 
President Roosevelt declared it 
‘‘a cornerstone in a_ structure 
which is being built but is by no 
means complete.’”’ This edifice of 
social legislation is still unfinish 
ed. Construction will be continued, 
I am confident, through the decade 
ahead. However, the progress made 
since the ‘‘cornerstone’’ laying 
15 years ago is impressive. With 
the enactment of the amended law 
this summer we can begin to see 
social security in perspective. 
Its size and solidity, and pmctic- 
ability in design are assurance to 
alt. This is an enduring fortress 
for protection on the home-front— 
a defense against the economic 
enemy, Want, that so often ambush- 
es the aging worker and invades 
the survivors’ home. 

Right here, however, is the time 
and place to say that Federal old- 
age and survivors insurance under 
social security is not a refuge for 
the thriftless or a haven for the 
indolent. Moreover, federal old-age 
and survivors insurance is just 
what the title implies. It is ir 
surance, not charity. It is a means 
whereby the worker, in his years of 

productivity, contributes through 
his earnings toward a measure of 
protection far himself and his 
family in his old age, and for his 
family if he should die. 


The worker's contributions to 
the social security tax are, in 
essermce,. his share of insurance 
premiums. The social security card 
in his billfald symbolizes his in- 
Surance policy. That policy is the 
social security law itself. 


What does his social security 
policy say? Just what are his 
rights as a policy holder in Fed- 
eral old-age and survivas in- 
surance? 


In articles to follow, I shall 
endeavor to answer these and re- 
lated questions about your new 
social security.
